A T H E A T R IC A L H O W . 


About the year 1785, or 1786, a starveling individual 
of the name of Powell, a Silversmith, who was calcu­ 
lated, from bis meagre appearance, to play the part of 
the apothecary in Romeo and Juliet, hired for a night 
a small theatre in the Northern Liberties of Philadelphia, 
called Noah’s Ark, where he took a benefit. 
As ho 
was a jovial companion, iiis friends attended in great 
numbers, and be had a crowded bouse. 
The play was 
Othello ; the lean, meagre Powell personated the dusky 
hero ; and never was one of Shakapeare’s characters 
more completely burlesqued. 
The audience were in 
an almost constant roar of laughter, during the cbiel 
part of the performance, particularly when the sooty 
warrior made his appearance. 
Between the play and 
farce, a certain Doctor Vaughan, a notorious drnnkaid, 
was to deliver the celebrated Prologue, ‘Bucks have at 
you all.’ 
He came on the stage, more than half tipsy, 
and before lie had finished the first couplet, 


‘ Ve socinl friends of Claret and of W it, 
Where’er dispers'd in merry groupes ye sit,’ 


a gentle hiss, sotto voce, was heard by the dismayed 
spouter. 
lie was thunder-struck, and paused for a 
moment. 
A sudden stillness took place, when he re­ 
sumed— 


‘Ye bucks who answer at n brother’s call. 
By Heaven, 1 know you—and have at you *11.’ 


A loud hiss took place in different parts of the house 
V aughan suspended his delivery of the prologue— slap 
ped his thigh with his right hand— clenched his fist at 
the gallery, and vociferated, with a loud voice, ‘Black­ 
guards— blackguards— I dare you to come down !’ 
A ten-fold clamour succeeded—an universal hissing 
was heard, and ho was pelted off the stage. 
A parley 
took place : Powell was loudly called for. 
He came 
forward in great agitation. 
Whatever little talent he 
might have had for extemporaneous oratory, was extin­ 
guished by his trepidation. 
He stammered out a most 
miserable and incoherent apology. 
Never did terrified 
performer make a more pitiable appeal to the feelings 
of an angry audience. 
‘He hoped, lie said,’ ‘the ladies 
and gentlemen would not go fo r to say, fo r to think, 
that it was his fault— it was a ll o f Doctor Vaughan, 
who had made a solemn promise to keep himself sober 
until the play was over— but had got dead drunk before 
it began.’ 
This temporarily allayed the previous storm. 
A compromise was agreed upon. 
Vaughan was to be 
allowed to finish his prologue, undisturbed. 
The terms 
of the treaty were complied with by the audience, ex­ 
cept by one mischievous lellow, who, at the end of ev­ 
ery couplet, in an under tone, gave a very gentle hiss, 
which, low as it was, did not escape the acute auricular 
organs of Vaughan, who caught the sound, and appear­ 
ed to have a severe struggle to restrain himself from a 
new display ol his indignation. 
As soon as he had ar­ 
ticulated the last syllable, he was saluted with a com­ 
bination of hideous sounds, as if all the tenants of Ere­ 
bus had broken loose 
He ran off the stage to make 
his escape, and in his haste, and owing to his drunken­ 
ness tumbled head over heels.— Knickerbocker.

and losing bis father very young, entered the military 
school of Warsaw, from which lie enlisted with his pa­ 
triotic comrades ill the army, and fought during the 
bloody conflicts of the late revolution in Poland against 
the Russian myrmidons. 
He was a lieutenant of the 
11th lancers, and the eleven deep scars on his body 
prove that he must have been a youth of most noble 
and gallant daring.

and bayonet, and the miracle is how he should have es­ 
caped with his life when such vital parts were perforat 
ed. 
From Poland he tied to Switzerland, and was 
there aid to General Rornarino, who commanded tiie 
Polish emigrants in their unsuccessful attack on St 
in 1S3R. 
lie thence fled to Paris, and arrived in this 
country from Havre in November last. 
Since his ar­ 
rival he has learned the sad news of his brother’s death 
in Siberia, a gallant young officer, a victim to the cruelty 
of the Russian government. 
Rut what gives a still more melancholy aspect to the 
misfortunes which hare pursued young Gutmnnn, intel­ 
ligence has now reached him that the young lady 
to 
whom he was betrothed at Warsaw, Miss Amanda Kav 
ha, has, during the recent visit of the autocrat, been 
condemned to a miserable 
imprisonment— transmitting 
to him, before her departure, a lock of her hair as the 
pledge of an affection whielt lUte has perhaps forever 
blighted, 
lie would have braved, as he has done, the 
danger» oi battle, and fallen covered with wounds for 
freedom and his country ; but to know that she 011 whom 
his last hope was fixed, and for whom he alone wished 
to live, had been doomed to an ignominious punishment, 
to die a miserable death in the hands of ruffian monsters’ 
was more tha t 
his heroic courage could endure. 
His 
own personal distress must awaken the sympathy of 
every generous heart, cast, as lie is, on the world with­ 
out a friend to help him ; but we are sure that his ap­ 
peal will meet with a still warmer response from the 
generous citizens of America, when it is known that he 
makes it not so ntuch for himself, but from the cliival 
reus motive of procuring, perhaps, some possible mean» 
ot effecting the release of the young lady on whom his 
attachments are placed, and whose cruel destiny has nat­ 
urally arou ed in his bosom every energy into action, that 
she may survive and be free even if he perishes.— N . T.
